Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The request for reconsideration is based on the 
amended claims that are not entered as noted above. 

The Applicant's request for reconsideration filed January 17, 2006 with respect to entry of the January 17, 2006 proposed amendment 
have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant argues on page 7 that "the amendments should not entail any further 
search . . . since ... no new issues are being Yaised." However, the proposed amendments raise new issues by limiting the scope of the 
claimed "recording medium" and of the claimed "writing" in each of the independent claims. As a result, the proposed amendments 
require further consideration over Fitzpatrick et ai (hereafter Fitzpatrick) (US 5,757,735) and/or further search. Applicant additionally 
argues that the amendments place the case in better form for appeal. However, the amendments do not place the case in better form for 
appeal because the final rejection mailed October 1 9, 2005 rejects claims having a broader scope than the claims of the proposed 
amendment. 

Applicant's request for reconsideration filed January 17, 2006 with respect to the prior art rejections of claims 1-18 have been fully 
considered to the extent that it applies to the final rejection mailed October 19, 2005 and is not persuasive. Applicant argues that the 
adaptive write pulse waveform of Fitzpatrick, which is emitted from a laser, does not actually perform the writing on the recording 
medium of Fitzpatrick, which is a magneto-optical recording medium. However, the adaptive write pulse waveform of Fitzpatrick is part 
of and necessary for the performance of writing on the recording medium of Fitzpatrick (Col. 2, lines 8-14 and Col. 5, line 44-Col. 6, line 
28). 
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
